BOGOTA. Colombia (UPI)—Res­ 
cuers worked through early morn­ 
ing darkness today to find out 
how many persons drowned when 
a Sunday excursion boat carrying 
from 200 )o 500 persons sank in 
the Pacific Ocean harbor of Buen­ 
aventura. 
Port authorities feared that not 
more than 40 persons were saved, 
which would put the loss of life 
in the hundreds, making it Co­ 
lombia's worst maritime disaster. 
At least 60 bodies had been re­ 
covered. officials said, but no ex­ 
act figures were available as to 
the fiumber of persons aboard. 
The ship, El Vencedor, a coast­ 
al freighter, was carrying several 
prominent Colombian entertainers 
participating in a tourist festival 
that featured the excursion trip. 
The vessel was returning to port 
from Bocana Beach to Buenaven­ 
tura. a 30-minute trip, when it 
capsized and quickly sank, accord­ 


ing to reports reaching here. 
It went down in front of hun­ 
dreds of horrified bathers. 
A dense fog and heavy seas 
hampered immediate rescue oper­ 
ations.
